Farmand Garden Notes.

Mr. Peter Henderson, of New York
state, states in the Gardener's Monthly
that he has discovered that mulching
roses in pots to force flowers for the holi-
days, in January last, with common moss
mixed with a good portion of bone dust,
say one part bone dust to thirty of moss,
has a wonderful effeet in bringing forth
early roses. In two weeksafter the mulch
was first applied a change was clearly to
be seen, and by the end of May the plants
had "attained from four to six feet in
height, “and though they had bloomed
profuscly during a period of nearly six
months, were in the most perfect health
and vigor.”” All other plants on which the
mulech had been tried showed [marked ben-
cfits,

We should be thank{al for some reliable
information about the pink water lily,
which it is claimed will grow nowhere else
than in the neighborhood of Cape Cod.
Cannot some of our Boston contempora-
ries tell us something about it ? We have
hearda t deal about their exclusivencss
but we don’t believe it.

In England black walnut is in large de-
mand, and  agents of English manufac-
turers have lately been visiting Iowa Indi-
ana and Missouri for the purpose of buy-
ing all that they could obtain. About

twenty five years ago this wood was so
little appreciated in the Western states
that it was cut up fwiﬂ} common woods
into posts and rails for fencing purposes,
and mh was thus used. There is but
little danger. however, of the supply be-
coming as there are vast forests
of it in some of the Southern states,

Some horses an immense amount
of endurance. No donbt many of the ills

that horeseflesh is heir to are more fre-
quently produced by over-feeding than
from an insufficiency of food. An evidence
of long-continued service are a pair of
horses-owned by Joseph Fenstermacher,
of Topton, Berks county, Pa., which have
been used in ore teams for eichteen years,
and are still serviceable.

An immense quantity of tomatoes and
other vegetables has been canned in New
Jersey this season. At Campbell's can-
ning establishment, Camden, as many as
300,000 cans of tomatocs and peas were
thus put up during the past three months.
Two hundred hands wece employed to do
the work. The demand for these goods
is largely from the South.

The crops from Canada arc reported this
year to be satisfactory. While the yield
of wheat is not so heavy as last year, other
crops particulary barley. oats, hay, roots
and fruit were heavy. The potato crop of
Prince Edward Island gives a generous re-
turn, and altogether the farmers of the
Dominion are better situated pecuniarily
than they were a year or two ago.

The hop crop of New York state turns
out to be a very superior one, cnough not
only to supply all over our consumption,
but to have several thousand bales to spare,
This is good news. Some years the crop
is almost an entire failure, entailing great
loss on the cultivators, Cooperstown seems
to be about the headquarters of the erop
in New York.

is better understood.  Lancaster, Chester
and Columbia counties are full of good
hedges, which it would do our Western
friends good to see.

The Illinois farmers, though we cannot
zive them credit for priority of the His-
covery, will, however, find that they have
hit on a good plan in letting their young
plants grow, as they will for a few years,
before allowing the trimming hook to
touch them : but they will have te go far-
ther than this, and abandon the plashing
system altogether before they will have a
real good hedge that it would delight the

Receipt lor Curing Meat,
Notes from the Germantown Telegraph.
As the seazon has arrived when curing
meat is in order, we republish as of old,
our famous reeeipt for curing beef, pork,
mutton, hams, ete., as follows :
To one gallon of water,
Take 1} Ibs, of salt,
,; ib sugar,

4 oz, saltpetre,

1 oz, potash.*
In this ratio the pickle ean be increased
to any quantity desired, ILet these be
boiled together until all the dirt from the
sngar rises to the top and is skimmed ofi.
Then throw it into a tub to cool, and when
cold, pour it over your beef or pork. The
meat must be well covered with pickle, and
should not be put down for at least two
days after killing, during which time it
should be slightly sprinkled with powdered
saltpetre, which removes all the surface-
blood, ete., leaving the meat fresh and
clean. Some omit boiling the pickle, and
find it to answer well, though the opera-
tion of boiling purifies the pickle by
throwing off the dirtalways to be found
in salt and sugar. If this receipt is
strictly followed, it will require only a
single trial to prove its superiority over
the common way, or most ways, of put-

Rather diffi-
cult we think to make a horse giddy. Next,
to place the hand over the horse’s nose
and hold it there, preventing him from
breathing until he wants to go. Easy to
try. Next, take a couple of turns of stout
twine around the foreleg just below the
knee, tizht enough for the horse to feel,
and tie in a bowknot.

The Marder by an Amertcan Speaker.
The Little Rock (Ark.) Guazetle of De-
cember 5, 1837, gave an account of the
murder on the previous day of Major J, J.
Anthony by the speaker of the lower
house, Col. John Wilson. Itappears from
the particulars that this murderous outrage
took place on the floor of the House while
in session, the speaker, in consequence of
some oflensive remark directed against
him by the unfortunate member, having
come down from his seat armed with a
bowie knife. The member, it is stated,
was similarly armed, but the rencontre
only lasted for a moments, the latter hav-
ing been left dead on the tloor, and the
speaker had one hand nearly eut off and
the other severely injured. Wilson was
forthwith arrested by the eivil anthorities
and his name stricken from the roll of the
House by nearly a unanimous vote. On
the 13th of December, 1838, after an ex-
amination, he was held to bailin $10,000
to aunswer the ebarge, and on May 14,
1838, he was,after trial, found * not guilty
of murder, but excasable homicide.™
